THE ELECTION. 

At the time of writing, we are un- 
able to give any definite information 
as to the general result. As in ail 
elections, reverses have been sustain- 
ed, and some very sanguine expect- 
ations have been disappointed. On 
the other hand, substantial gains 
have been made in doubtful terri- 
tory, and ground has been minin- 
tained where it had been yielded un- 
tenable. .. 

We have lost Wake, wrested last 
year from the radicals by su per-hu- 
man work, but a prize always held 
by uncertain tenure. Wayne is lost, 
gained and held ulmost exactly as 
was Wake. Guilford isprobably lost, 
whichis the only county which has 
voted contrary to expectation. 

We have gained in Robeson and 
Alamance, we have gained the de- 
bateable counties of Nash, Frank- 
lin and Johnson. Chatham = con- 
sidered: somewhat precarious, is 
safe. Davidson also debateable, is 
safe. 

Altogether, the returns indicate 
that while there have been losses, 
there have also been sufficient gains 
to make not only radical control of 
the Convention impossible, but to 
secure the Democrats a substantial 
majority.in that body. 


~The present year will be memor- 
able as the season of floods and 
storms. ‘The whole universe seems 
to be at war with the watery elem- 
ent. In France the terrible inund- 
ations in the valley of the Garonne 
have had their counterpart in the 
destructive overflow of the Danube 
in Hungary and the calamitous tidal 
wave of Lake Leman, in Switzer- 
land, which caused such destruction 
at Geneva. England has been visit- 
ed by almost incessant rainfalls 
daring’ the whole summer long, 
which have ruined large portions of 
the growing crops, and a similar 
misfortune has befallen the great 
central States of the West. As giv- 
ing an idea of the rainfall in Jane 


and July, in Missouri, the St. Louis 
statistics 
showing that 19.35 inches of rain 
have fallen in the two months, while 
the total average for the entire year 
is about 34 inches. The storm belt 
extends over the States of Ohio, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, South- 
ern Iowa and Missouri. The heavv 
rains beganin May and extended 
through June, with intervals of clear 
weather, but since the first of July 
the rainfall has been almost inces- 
sant. The destruction has not been 
as greatas that caused by sudden 
inundations, but the loss of growing 
crops: has been heavy. Throughout 
the fertile. bottoms of the Scioto, 
Muskingum, and Miami valleys of 
Ohio, and the Wabash regions of 
Indiana, the lands are entirely sub- 
merged, in many places to the depth 
of several fect. The wheat crop, 
whether standing or harvested, has 
been almost completely ruined, while 
the standing corn has greatly suffer- 
ed, and in many places has been

serious scarcity of wheat or corn. 
The supply of the former will un- 
doubtedly be small, as compared 
with that of Jast year, but still en- 
ough to meet the deimands of the 
export trade. Zhe corn erop pro- 
mises to be unusually large. 
Another danger which yet threat- 
ens from the storm is the rising of 
the Mississippi from the heavy 
rains, and the breaking of thelevees. 
The floods of its upper tribataries 
have receded, and it is hoped so 
dread a calamity may be averted 
from the so recently devasiated  re- 
gions, though it is yet too early to

Tue great tlood is sweeping down 
the Mississippi and the magnificent 
domain along its banks, so lately 
smiling with the magnificent verdure 
of a growing crop, is now a desola- 
tion swept by the rushing torrent of 
the mighty father ofrivers. Ruinis 
complete for many a dreary mile, 
and loss and impoverishment takes 
the place of the late glowing antici- 
pations of plenty and prosperity. 

The loss to the eotton crop may 
be estimated by the hundreds and 
thousands of bales, which will ip it- 
self make an appreciable dimuuni- 
tion of the whole crop. While our 
sympatiics are dne to individual 
losers, the general effect upon prices 
will probably bea happy one. In 
the face of last year’s crop, the sus- 
pension of factories, the paralysis of 
trade and prostration of prices, the 
prospects of the crop were teo good 
for sound prosperity. 


Tre Mississippi Democracy are 
beginning their work of regenera- 
ting and redeeming the St:te with 
an earnestness and wisdom = which 
promise success. The State Con- 
vention on Tuesday was the lorzest 
ever held in Mississippi: a broad, 
liberal platform was adopted, on 
which men of all parties can unite, 
and, asin the Congressional Con- 
vention which renominated Lamur, 
the color line was ignored.

THe GREAT FLOOD Yrar.-Al- 
though the floods an@ inundationus 
thatare doing such damage to the 
railways andto the yet unlarvested 
crops in the near portions of the Wes- 
tern States donot compare in the 
magnitude oftheir destruction with 
the fearful ravages of this year’s in- 
undations on the continent of Eu- 
rope, still they appearto be quite 
serious, and add so mueh to the vast 
volume of loss from the floods of Is75, 
asto make this a memorable year in 
respect of destruction by water: The 
damage done to the West covers part 
ofthe area of seven large States, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Indiana, 
nois, Missouri, Tennessee and lowa, 
in which the property floated off, the 
crops submerged, and the bridges 
swept away, the roads and railroads 
tracks destroyed, and the other inei- 
dental damages amount t> many 
millionsof doilars. Happily there 
has been but little loss of life, and so 
farasthe reports can be relied on 
none atall. The rains that caused 
these inundations seent to have been 
too heavy to permitthe afluents of 
the Ohio, Missouri and Mississippi 
to carry off thesuperabundant storm 
water,and asa consequenee the dam- 
aye is createst along those rather con- 
fined water-courses, while eonn- 
try beyond them scems to have suf- 
fered but little loss. The main part 
ofthe damage in Ohio and Indiana 
issouth ofa line running east and 
west through the middle of those 
States. Water, like fire, is a ‘“‘yood 
servant, but a bad 
Ledger.
